The people of British Columbia aro 
now Oftllod upon for the firat time in tbo 
history of tho Colony to toko actual 
part in Iho administration of public 
affairs — toshnro iu the work and ro- 
Bppnaibllity of govcraing tbo country. 
.IJoi^o'nly are tboy called upon to oleut 
the whole body of tho Logislatnro, 
-bat Ihey are called upon to elcoi 
-ihOB© frooi whOBe-ranlis the Executive 
branch masi be mode:; qp. Henceforth 
thi people- will tnftlie and ontnaku Guv- 
ornmenta. 'Prood Prelflto,' cxoluiracJ 
the imperious ' Bobs,' ' I made yo.Qiul 1 
can unfrock ye I' abail tbo poaiilo ol 
British Columbia be i^nabjod to 8uy to 
all f uture GovernmoniB — ' We ttliado ye, 
and we can unmake jo.' Of course this 
new political oondition briogg with ii 
new relatloDshipa and new rosponfiibili- 
lies.

Th's, however 
apjiears to he not the case as regards military 
prisoners at.Slilbank, who, according to the 
report on the Disciplne and ji/anagemenl of 
the Military I'risona by the Inspector, General 
lately printod are liable to aoy number of 
laabeg up to thirty«slx, for tbe following' offen- 
ces : — Mutiny or open Incitement to mutiny 
iti a "prison. Per|bhatyriolenca;io any ofBoer 
or servant of prison'^ ortD'a fellow prisoner,or 
ihreatg ol such violeVie'e. (7ros8ly oirenalve or 
ibusivo language to any ollicer or servant of 
the prison. Wilfully or wantonly breaking 
the prison windows or otherwise deatroyiiig 
prison property when uuder puuiahiucnt in a 
dark, relractory, or ordinary cell. Wilfully 
making a disturbance tending to interrupt tbb 
order and didcijiline ol tho prisuii, and any 
other act ol gross tniscondnci or insubordinai 
lion requiring to bo suppressed by eitraordi- 
uary means. Before the corporal punishment 
is i.-iflicted there is to be an inquiry upon oath 
before the visiting director, and in the presence 
of Ihe prisoner, into tbe cironmgt'aiiiea ot the 
case. It Is to be hoped that tbe visiting di- 
rector does not often allow prisoners to be 
floirged for broakiog windows. Uoporal pun- 
ishment, under any circumalsuces, ia a torribla 
power to [d ice in the hands of Ibo prison olfi- 
ciald, and il wo decline to permit a ruHian to 
he Hogged lur breaking bis wife's head and 
smashing all her ribs on tho domoslic hearlh, 
wo surely ought lo husitalo before we allow 
a soldier to receive Ihirty six lashes for break- 
ing a pano of glass in a prison window.
